The Gollection Of Mike Orlando 


Mike was a respected St. Louis coin dealer, numismatist, 
and entrepreneur for almost 50 years. His hobbies 
were playing racquetball, admiring classic cars, and 
spending time with friends at Starbucks. He was a fan 
of the St. Louis Cardinals, and enjoyed American history 
and collecting a variety of historical rarities. He was a 
lifetime member of the St. Louis Numismatic Association 
(SLNA) and the American Numismatic Association. 
He was especially proud of his SLNA membership 
and leadership responsibilities, and he hosted a 
number of coin club dinners that were popular 
with the members. Mike was honest and proud 
of his integrity as a dealer. His longtime clients 
often came to shows solely to buy from 
him. When selling a coin, he would always 
ask his customer to offer any purchases 
back to him should the customer later 
decide to sell. He was widely known 
and respected by his peers for having a 
sharp eye for quality. He was a Redbook contributor, which was a significant point of pride. Mike 
built his business by turning profits into more coins, always looking for the best grades he could 
find and afford. Other dealers at shows would consult Mike to see if they “got a good deal,” or 
if certain coins were authentic. He was asked to appraise large lots of coins, and at times served 
as a consultant for the FBI. Mike’s favorite coins included high-grade Walking Liberty half dollars, 
and he was known to always have a $500 or $1,000 bill in his display case. He won a “best 
dressed” award once, at a time he was into wearing suits (those plaid ones). 


One of his early “breaks” came from Leon Hendrickson, who assisted him in building sets of 
better-date Morgan dollars. Mike attended shows throughout the country since the early 1970s, 
often with his future wife, Julia. He had two sons, John and Michael Jr. Mike Orlando, 69, of St. 
Louis, MO, died peacefully after a battle with Parkinson’s disease on March 4th, 2021.

The Ed’s Treasures Gollection 
The Ed’s Treasures Collection comes from a passionate collector who loved the history and 
beauty of coins. In addition to being an accomplished doctor and scientist, he enjoyed collecting 
in his spare time. His focus on travel and world history was enhanced by studying the ancient 
world through numismatics. He also enjoyed collecting U.S. currency and appreciated U.S. Large 
Size currency and Small Size high denomination notes. 
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20001 Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $6 PCGS Banknote Choice Unc 64 PPQ. 

A strictly original $6 with bold signatures in both black and red ink, this gorgeous example is the highest third party graded, piece of this design to be 
included in our auctions. The previous high grade was a PMG 63 EPQ example that realized $1,468 at our FUN 2017 auction. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20002 Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $20 PCGS Banknote Very Fine 30 Details. 

A very collectible example of one of America’s most historic paper money notes and dated just three weeks after the Battles of Lexington and Concord, 
this $20 uses marbled polychromatic paper, as seen in the various colors decorating the left end. The marbled paper was obtained by Benjamin Franklin 
to use in creating these lovely and important banknotes. The face and back emblems and mottos were sketched by Franklin, too. These two emblems 
also appear on the backs of $30 notes for this issue. The $20 notes were printed individually with an inverted back. This denomination also has a longer 
width and a shorter height than the other denominations of the first Continental Currency issue. This example has a dark printing and the black ink 
Fred(erick) Kuhl signature remains bold, while the red ink signature of A(nthony) Morris Jr. has faded, but is easily read. This is the only example of this 
note with this signature combination that we have auctioned. We have offered very few of these notes over the years. The third party back label mentions 
repaired splits and a minor edge tear. In our FUN sale earlier this year, we sold a PMG Very Fine 25 Net for just over $4,000. In our Long Beach sale a 
year ago, we sold a PMG Very Fine 30 Net, which had been severed and reattached, for $6000. 

Starting Bid: $1,750 
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20003 Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $30 PCGS Banknote 
Choice AU 58 PPQ. 

A well printed example of the highest denomination from the first issue 
of Continental Currency, this is only the tenth example of this note to be 
in our auctions dating back to 2001. A PCGS Currency 58PPQ piece real- 
ized $1,020 in our auctions last February. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20004 Continental Currency November 29, 1775 $1 PMG 
Uncirculated 62. 

We have now offered a half a dozen examples of this note with two of 
those being a part of the Eric Newman Collection. Only two of the previ- 
ous five examples are graded higher than our current offering. This piece 
is well printed and both signatures are bold including the red ink signa- 
ture of Thos. Morris. A stain has been lightened. 

From the Ed’s Treasures Collection 

Starting Bid: $875 


20005 Continental Currency November 29, 1775 $5 PMG Choice 
Uncirculated 63 EPQ. 

A very sharp looking type note, this piece has pleasing paper originality 
and a dark black ink printing. We had a PMG 63 example without EPQ 
realize $1,200 in April 2020. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20006 Continental Currency February 17, 1776 $8 PCGS Banknote 
Choice Unc 64 PPQ. 

A very nice Continental, this piece is right on the cusp of the full Gem 
grade with good margins, excellent print quality, and bold signatures in 
both red and black ink. The last example that we offered at this grade 
level was a PCGS 64PPQ that realized $2,520 last February.

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20007 Continental Currency July 22, 1776 $8 PMG Choice About 
Unc 58 EPQ. 

An attractive and scarce Continental note from our sale of the Newman 
collection four years ago where we said: “This beautiful $8 note from the 
issue has a 13-string harp emblem at the left accompanied by the motto 
is MAJORA MINORIBUS CONSONANT (The large colonies and the 
small colonies are in harmony). Stressing unity, Franklin describes the 
frame as the Continental Congress and the strings as the colonies, “or the 
various ranks of people in all of them, who are now united by that gov- 
ernment in the most perfect harmony.” The face margins are ample and 
the top is very broad. Very well printed and finely detailed on both sides. 
The note exhibits only faint handling and has a Choice New appearance. 
Underrated in this high grade. Strictly Choice Uncirculated notes from 
this issue are deceptively difficult to obtain.” 

From the Colonial Valley Collection 

Starting Bid: $625 
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20008 Continental Currency November 2, 1776 $4 PMG Choice 
Uncirculated 64 EPQ. 

A handsome Continental, this piece features a razor-sharp vignette 
showing a boar running toward a spear. The Latin motto surrounding 
the vignette translates as, “Either death or an honorable life.” The note is 
extremely well margined, and if not for the somewhat off-center back, it 
would likely have qualified as a Gem. 

Starting Bid: $625 


20009 Continental Currency January 14, 1779 $60 PCGS Banknote 
Choice Unc 64. 

Excellent color and bold signatures adorn this nicely preserved example. 
This is the highest graded CC-99 to cross our auction block. Our previous 
high grade was a PCGS 58PPQ that realized $1,020 in February 2021. The 
$60 denomination was only produced in the final two Continental issues 
making this an excellent candidate for a denomination type set. 

From the Snapple Collection 

Starting Bid: $600 
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20010 Continental Congress Loan Federal Indent September 27, 
1785 $1 23/90ths Anderson 165 PMG Very Fine 25. 

The first of a very nice collection of Federal Indents, or as they are some- 
times called, “Hardy bills,” these were signed by either Hardy or Hillegas, 
but none of the Michael Hillegas notes has ever appeared. These rare 
pieces were difficult to categorize and the nickname “Hardy bill” was 
used early on by some unknown dealer and has stuck to this day. Only 
two of this Anderson number have previously crossed our auction block, 
and one of those was from the Eric Newman Collection. The third party 
back label mentions tears, but these are all small and do not interfere with 
the design elements. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20011 Continental Congress Loan Federal Indent September 27, 
1785 $2 14/90ths Anderson 166 PMG Very Fine 25. 

Only the fourth example of an Anderson 166 to participate in our auc- 
tions, this example is also the first that was actually for more than $2 as 
“fourteen” is penned before “ninetieths of a Dollar.” The last Anderson 
166 that we auctioned was for exactly $2 and graded PMG Very Fine 30 
Net with ink burn. It closed at $2,115 in January 2016. The PMG label on 
our current offering cites pinholes, which are many, but the rarity of this 
note is not affected. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20012 Continental Congress Loan Federal Indent October 11, 1787 
$1 10/90ths Anderson 173 PMG Very Fine 30. 

The first time an Anderson 173 has graced our auctions, this example 
sports an additional fractional amount of 10/90ths of a dollar. The rarity 
rating in Anderson is a High R7, four to six known. PMG mentions pin- 
holes on the back label. 

Starting Bid: $875 
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20013 Continental Congress Loan Federal Indent October 11, 1787 
$1 Anderson 173 PMG Very Fine 25. 

A second example of Anderson 173 in this auction session, this note is 
for exactly $1 as the space before “ninetieths” has been crossed out. The 
dollar was divided into ninety parts in the 1780s and “one ninetieth” was 
called a “Pennsylvania penny.” This “Hardy bill” is in a comment free 
holder. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20014 Continental Congress Loan Federal Indent October 11, 1787 
$2 Anderson 174 PMG Very Fine 25 Net. 

Our first offering of this Anderson number, this variety has a rarity rat- 
ing of High R7, four to six known. The Net grade is for ink burn that 
is mostly in the penned cross out in the space before “ninetieths of a 
Dollar.” 

Starting Bid: $750

The first Anderson 181 to be in our auctions, it is listed as a R8, one to 
three known, in The Price of Liberty The Public Debt of the American 
Revolution by William G. Anderson. Two higher denominations are 
listed in Anderson, $50 and $75, but they both carry the comment of 
“unknown.” The piece in this lot is signed by Henry Kuhl and is in a com- 
ment free holder. Kuhl is not listed as a signer for this type in Anderson. 
Starting Bid: $1,250 
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20016 Delaware January 1, 1776 5s-6s-4s-10s Uncut Sheet PMG 
Choice About Unc 58 EPQ. 

Wide sheet margins, crackling fresh paper, and bold signatures are the 
hallmarks of this lightly handled Delaware sheet of four notes. 

Starting Bid: $625 
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20017 Georgia ND (1776) $8 PMG Choice Fine 15 Net. 

Only the third example of this variety that we have offered at auction, this 
interesting Georgia note is a southern version of the iconic Paul Revere 
engraved image of a patriot with “Sword in Hand.” Both of our previous 
offerings were part of the Eric P. Newman Collection. This example is of 
the (e) border variety as documented in the Newman reference. Only one 
piece in the Newman Collection was of this border variety.

Printed by John E. Smith in Augusta from an intricate Abernathie- 
engraved plate, this very distinctive, later State-issued note is fully 
issued with three signatures. Bright and superbly detailed, the upper 
left vignette features the 1777 Georgia Constitution and the motto PRO 
BONO PUBLICO (For the public good). Even with evidence of light cir- 
culation, this note is top pop at PMG for this denomination, with only 
two other AU notes having been graded. There are no uncirculated pieces 
in their population report. This great colonial is destined for a great col- 
lection.

The only example that PMG has graded exhibiting a small tape repair, 
this is also just the second to be in our auctions. The other piece we 
offered was part of the Eric Newman Collection. It graded PCGS 
Apparent 15 and realized $2,232 in October 2015. This is not only a rare 
note, but a rare issue as PMG has graded only 16 for the entire issue of 
eight denominations with the highest grade being a VF 35. The common 
face design for the issue, adapted from a woodcut by Thomas Sparrow, 
shows standing Britannia receiving the petition (CONG PETI) of the 
Continental Congress from America, who tramples the named scroll 
of SLAVERY. George HI is shown stomping on M.[AGNA] CHARTA 
as he holds the torch to burn an American port being attacked by the 
British fleet. At each end in the border cuts are mottoes AN APPEAL TO 
HEAVEN and PRO ARIS ET FOCIS (For altars and the hearth). The back 
allegory represents a future peace between America and Britannia; the 
motto on the scroll below is PAX TRIUMPHIS POTIOR (Peace is prefer- 
able to victory). In the corners, but hard to read, in the borders are, clock- 
wise from the upper left, the signature of TSPARROW, LIBERTY, 1775 
and FG. (for printer Frederick Green). No other Colonial note compares 
to this special series emitted shortly after the Battles of Lexington and 
Concord.

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20020 Massachusetts December 7, 1775 3s 4d PCGS Fine 12. 

Only our second offering of an example of this note. The first was part of 
the Eric Newman Collection. The piece in this lot is from the second issue 
that utilized the famous “Sword in Hand” vignette. Paul Revere altered 
the August 18, 1775 plates as necessary and then printed this issue, too. 
PMG comments on the back label include edge and internal tears, splits, 
and repairs.

Paul Revere 
engraved the new face plate which has an interesting vignette of the sun 
with the subscript RISING, while the back design was a continuation of 
the design used in the previous issue. 9,411 1s 6d notes were authorized 
to be issued. Paul Revere printed the faces and Thomas Fleet printed the 
backs. The note is darkly printed with clear margins all the way around 
on both sides. The bold serial number and signature of George Partridge 
are strong and legible. This piece is top pop for the denomination, with 
only two slightly better graded by PMG for all notes from the entire 
series. We have sold both of those PMG Choice Unc 64 examples, one of 
which was Hinged. This is a superb example that carries the eye appeal of 
a piece several points better.

A very elusive note valued only as “rare” in the 20th edition of Friedberg, 
while the fifth edition of Newman lists it at $10,000 in VE.

It has edge splits, as mentioned on the holder, only one 
of which is visible. It is quite a bit longer than a simple edge split, very 
nearly reaching the opposing edge.

A great New Jersey rarity, this piece last appeared in our 2010 FUN auction. A summary of that description from eleven years ago is as follows: “This 
scarce note was part of the fourth issue from New Jersey and did not escape circulation as evidenced by its condition. This tall piece measures approxi- 
mately 5 3/4 x 3 3/4 inches. The details are that of a Fine note, with a severe split, areas of paper loss and backing. This example has wider margins than 
the other six shillings piece we are aware of. The rarity of the note more than makes up for the condition and the state arms are intact. This issue was 
authorized on Nov. 30, 1723 in order to finance a loan office. That office would provide secured loans backed by the borrower’s real estate or precious 
metals. William Bradford was the printer of these large notes. An interesting aside is that Benjamin Franklin sought employment with Bradford, but 
he did not have enough business at that point to employ him and instead referred him to his son, also a printer. Franklin later referred to Bradford as “a 
cunning old fox.” This Ex-DuPont collection note has been off the market since it was acquired in a 1993 auction. One fortunate collector will add this 
rare note to their collection when the hammer falls tonight.” This offering provides an opportunity for today’s generation of collectors to acquire this 
rare New Jersey colonial.

PMG comments 
about an “As Made Wrinkle.” All three signatures are strong. The note 
is well printed, clean, and abundantly margined on all sides, especially 
when compared to most survivors from this issue. In the past half-dozen 
years, we have sold a couple of net/apparent graded Choice CU pieces 
that brought between $900-$1000 each, and a PCGS Apparent AU 58 that 
sold for $763.75. Few have been graded finer than this original Choice 
Uncirculated note.

A really pretty example of this common March 25, 1776 series whose 
eye appeal is accentuated by jumbo sheet margins on all sides, the note’s 
value is dramatically augmented by the presence of John Hart’s signature. 
His is the most commonly seen signature of any of the Declaration of 
Independence signers on colonial currency. This has not abated the rap- 
idly increasing demand witnessed in today’s marketplace, driving even 
AU pieces to the $1,000 mark.

The text is 
across, with the denomination in the center and engraved “D. Romeyn” 
in script at the lower right. The back has the denomination, town name 
and “Church Money” enclosed in ornamental bordering. PMG has com- 
mented “Large Tear, Stained.” In light of the rarity of this item, those mal- 
adies seem to be insignificant at best. The handful of individual notes we 
have sold all seem to be problemed Fine or Very Fine examples and they 
still manage to sell for several hundred dollars each. Potentially unique as 
an uncut sheet but crushingly rare no matter how you slice it.

The very distinctive sculpin vignette here is reminiscent of early eigh- 
teenth century Dutch engravings observed in books and used on docu- 
ments such as the Peche de Baleines (1728) share certificate. The fierce sea 
monster imagery symbolizes the risks of the whale fishery enterprises, 
although successful ventures were very profitable. Biblical symbolism, 
observed on other vignettes from North Carolina, would remind people 
of Jonah’s trial in the whale. The vignette, with watchful eye and thrash- 
ing tail, is wonderfully detailed. Foliate ornamental borders are at left 
and right. Hill and Alston signatures are large and strong. Printed on 
laid paper, the note has an easily visible plate impression viewed from the 
back. Top pop at PMG and understandably so, this is the most gorgeous 
example of this rare variety that your cataloger has seen, far better than 
Ford, Newman, Gray, etc. The Coltrane note was a problemed PCGS Very 
Fine 30 that still managed to sell for $1,320. This is a prize note for the 
sophisticated collector.

This note was part of an issue of £100,000 authorized by the Act of April 12, 1760. Printed by Benjamin Franklin and David Hall, the design features the 
Penn coat of arms on the face and a nature print on the back. 9,900 of this denomination were authorized to be printed. With good paper and margins, 
the note is well printed with clear design elements and has clear bold signatures of Evan Morgan, Thomas Say, and Charles Jones.

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20032 Pennsylvania June 1, 1780 $20 PMG Very Fine 30. 

All eight denominations for the June 1, 1780 issue are listed as either very 
rare, extremely rare, or unconfirmed in Friedberg. A look at the PMG 
Population Report reveals that for this issue they have graded only one 
example for each of six different Friedberg numbers and that includes the 
number in this lot. Our experience with this issue is much the same as we 
have auctioned in the past only one example each of the $4, $5, $8, and

He was later captured by the British at the Siege of 
Charleston in 1780. Middleton died after the war in 1784.

We have auctioned only a few examples of this rare note over the years 
with our last offering occurring in September 2018. The piece in this lot 
is the highest graded by 15 grade points of the four inspected by PMG.

This is the only denomination of the issue and it is penned in. These 
Assembly Certificates were payable to specific persons with this example 
payable to “Capt. George Whitefield.” Whitefield was the British com- 
mander of Fort Charlotte. The South Carolina Council of Safety ordered 
patriot Major James Mayson and his troops to seize the munitions at Fort 
Charlotte. Captain Whitefield surrendered the fort and all its posses- 
sions to Major Mayson without a shot on July 12, 1775. That was barely 
a month after this note was issued to him. Today, the remains of Fort 
Charlotte lay under 50 feet of water in Lake Thurmond. A split at bottom 
center has been repaired on this still attractive mid-grade note.

It was item #54 of 
Ed Frossard’s October 1893 listing, asterisked there as being unique to 
the (Spencer) Clark Collection. This is one of the earliest Progress Proofs 
of the Second Issue, bearing the earlier act date of July 17, 1862, and lack- 
ing many elements of the finished plate. This is also part of a very short 
series of Proofs that had the words ‘Engraved and Printed at the Treasury 
Department’ printed outside the boundary of the note in a separate block 
rather than in its final position below the enabling date. The top of the 
note has a pencil notation, ‘Conditions B-Dec 27. Tom acquired this note 
as lot 890 from our Milton Friedberg sale in January of 1997.

On 
the top note, the oval frame around Washington’s portrait is noticeably 
broader and slightly irregular. That part of the note is completely accom- 
plished on the lower subject. There is no printed denomination on either 
subject, but both have the large “25” bronze similar to the bronze on the 
back of all other Second Issue 25¢ notes.

At one point the bronze overprinting of 
the issuing bank was being considered as an anti-counterfeiting device. 
Sheets were prepared with eight lines of text, “First / Washington, D.C. / 
First / Washington, D.C. / Second / Baltimore, MD / Second / Baltimore, 
MD.” Some of these sheets were used for a proposed $10 National. The 
left over sheets that had been bronzed, but not printed, were used to print 
Fractional Proofs as an economy measure. Very few of these bronzed 
notes survived.

Spinner signs at lower right, appro- 
priately to the left of the Treasury seal in the lower right corner. His autograph reads, “Very truly yours / F.E. Spinner /Tr(easurer) US.” Immediately 
below Spinner’s autograph is a United States wax seal with a red ribbon to make the signature even more official. This Shield is not graded, but it has a 
very nice appearance. It also has additional Fractional examples and stamps mounted on it. We see six Fourth Issue Fractionals mounted to it. They are 
starting at the top, a 50¢ Stanton, a 50¢ Lincoln with mucilage, a 25¢, a 15¢, and near the bottom are two 10¢ examples for showing both the face and 
back. Also, a 2¢ and a 3¢ postage stamp of 1870-71 are mounted at top, while near the bottom are a 2¢ and a 5¢ Internal Revenue stamp of the period. All 
four hand signed notes are of Treasury officials Jeffries and Spinner. The Second Issue 25¢ back has faded to the usual gray-blue color due to the particu- 
larly light sensitive ink that was employed in its printing. Our examination further finds that the frame is contemporary to the period with a gold inner 
border. This impressive Shield does not have any water stains and is one of the nicest examples that we have ever offered. Its next owner will be very 
proud.

There are 
three hand-signed Jeffries-Spinner notes, while a Third Issue 10¢ has the signatures of Colby-Spinner. The Spinner signature for the 10¢ piece does show 
ink erosion. There is some light foxing and at upper left there are three creases to the mat of varying lengths with only one crease reaching the gray part 
of the Shield. Also, in this area are a couple of small indentations. However, no water spots are visible. It is housed in a modern frame with Museum Glass 
that provides 99% UV protection. It is an attractive Shield and ready for hanging in the den or office.

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20074 A Modern “Presentation” Book With All 31 Original Specimen Notes. 

Thirteen of these books were presented in May of 1866 to President Andrew Johnson, his cabinet, and several other dignitaries. Twelve presentation 
books have been definitively traced to this date, seven of them from the original presentation group, two others with Spencer Clark’s name on the cover, 
and three with either missing or blank covers, which may or may not have been part of the presentation group. Our best estimate is that sixteen origi- 
nally existed: the census group of twelve and four others, which may or may not still exist. Of the census group, three are impounded in museums: the 
ANA, the ANS, and the Smithsonian. Accordingly, a Fractional Currency presentation book is the ultimate acquisition for any collection of Fractional 
Currency. The most valuable of these are the big-name books such as President Johnson’s, Spinner’s personal book, and Johnson’s better-known Cabinet 
Secretaries’. The currently offered book is not an actual presentation book. It is a replication of the original book in its exact size. All 31 notes are in 
spectacular condition save for two tiny missing corner tips on the Third Issue Green Back. All 31 of these are without question original to a presentation 
book. The notes have been dismounted from the original book and placed in crystal clear, high quality holders that have been cut to size for each indi- 
vidual note and mounted to the appropriate pages. The book itself is an extremely high quality, identical copy of the original books. The gold leaf spine 
reads “Specimens of United States Fractional Currency.” The book’s covers are leather, in a regal purple color, enhanced with intricate gold leaf. With 
entirely new pages, the book is the most attractive, highest quality of any of the known books. Using conjecture and probability, we believe we have the 
story of this great item. One of the very active collectors from the “70s and ‘80s acquired a coverless presentation book. His son was a professional book 
binder. This cataloger believes these notes came from that coverless book and were placed into this newly created, magnificent copy by the collector’s 
son. The notes have 100% of their original size and color, and are wholly free of the foxing and staining generally associated with these books. The page 
edges are brilliantly gold leafed, and the entire book fits in to a custom designed slip cover with a printed spine. The book itself is not an 1860s product. It 
is likely from the 1980s. All the notes are in incredible condition that surpasses that seen in any of the seven or eight books that this cataloger has exam- 
ined. Collectors have often speculated that the sum of the notes is more valuable than the book itself. We will find out this evening as we are presenting a 
reproduction book of little value and all 31 notes of great value. A real challenge to estimate.

A great Encased Postage example, this piece has been listed through the 
differing editions of Friedberg as either “Unique” or “1 known.” We do 
know that this issuer and denomination was lacking not only from the 
John J. Ford, Jr. Collection, but other major Encased Postage collections 
that have come to the market. Also, Fred Reed reports only two auction 
appearances during the years 1891-1994 in his Civil War Encased Stamps: 
The Issuers and Their Times. The attractive stamp is smooth and was 
carefully placed within the encasement, so that 99% of “U.S. Postage” 
shows at top center, while “Twenty Four Cents” is complete at bottom 
center. We also observe that the mica is intact with only minor abrasions 
and luster remains in some of the protected areas on the back of the nice- 
ly toned brass encasement. Our examination did not observe any signs of 
crimping or tampering on the case. Included with this lot is an ANACS 
photograph certificate from when this piece was sent to them in 1984. It 
was not graded, but was declared as genuine in those early days of numis- 
matic third party firms. Any estimate on unique and irreplaceable items 
is always speculation, but we fully expect that this one of a kind Encased 
Postage for the merchant and denomination will easily reach and could 
well exceed our likely conservative estimate.

Shull reference it is without a rarity rating. We were not surprised when 
we discovered that this is the plate note on page 17 of A Comprehensive 
Guide to Alabama Obsolete Notes 1818-1885 by William Gunther and 
Charles Derby. There are a few pinholes, but do not let that deter you 
from bidding on this nice mid-grade example that is missing from almost 
all Alabama collections.

The first on page 32 of Alabama Obsolete Notes and Scrip by 
Walter Rosene, Jr, the second on page 9 of Obsolete Paper Money A Guide 
with Prices by Don Kelly, and third on page 63 of A Comprehensive Guide 
to Alabama Obsolete Notes 1818-1885 by William Gunther and Charles 
Derby. We have auctioned this note twice before, with each offering 
representing part of an advanced Alabama Obsolete collection. The first 
time was in September 2001 as part of the Walter B. Jones Collection, and 
the second time as lot 18391 of The Alabama Obsolete Collection of an 
Alabama Gentleman that we offered in April 2015. This is where our con- 
signor was able to bring it home to the tune of $1,410. Its next stop will be 
another highly regarded Alabama collection.

This marks only the second time we have offered a $10 from 
this bank. The last time was over a decade ago, when this exact note sold 
for over $12,500 during the height of the obsolete market.

The green and 
black face has a vignette of the second state seal, approved in 1868, at left 
and a male portrait at right. The ornate green back design has two large 
dies displaying the interest payment dates. This example was printed by S. 
Benedicks & Co., a New York firm and has several roughly done POCs in 
the governor signature line. PMG notes hinge remnants and minor paper 
scuffs on the back top margin. This note is presently thought to be unique 
and is from a completely unknown reconstruction era issue.

The Bank of Selma was incorporated in 1859 and survived the Civil War 
before closing its doors on August 11, 1868. Most of the bank’s notes were 
burned on April 2, 1865 to prevent them from falling into Union hands 
when the city fell. The intaglio style of this note reflects the re-use of old 
dies or a reworked plate removed from the New Orleans office of Rawdon, 
Wright & Hatch / ABNCo (Southern Bank Note Company). Eventually, 
the plate or dies were sent to Leggett, Keatinge & Ball, Richmond, 
Virginia for creating this rare late type. This is one of the last intaglio 
printed Confederate era obsolete banknotes and is hand-dated April 4, 
1862. A classic Moneta, Griffin & Mercury vignette is at top center. At 
the left is a classical rendition of Washington standing, and at the right 
a classical Liberty standing with a cornucopia. The rich orange protector 
HUNDRED and dual “100” dies are most impressive. Only about five or 
six of these historic and attractive notes have survived, with this being 
one of the nicest.

By the time it surrendered at the end of the war, only 100 of 
the original 1,000 men of the 34th were still in active service. A fantastic 
addition to any Alabama, Sutler, or Civil War collection.

The Ocean 
Shore Railway Company was incorporated in 1906 and was to run a 
high-speed railway from San Francisco to Santa Cruz. In order to attract 
weekend excursions and tourists, the line ran as close along the coastline 
as possible. Early the morning of April 17, 1906, over 4000 feet of track 
was destroyed as the famous 8.1 magnitude earthquake decimated San 
Francisco. That financial catastrophe coupled with the financial panic of 
1907 ultimately forced the demise of the railroad. It fell into receivership 
in 1910 and finally was abandoned by 1920. PCGS Banknote has spotted 
a minor foreign substance on the back of the $100. We have only sold two 
$50 examples many years ago. This really pretty and rare pair includes 
the first $100 we have offered.

Such was the case in Tallahassee during this time 
period. William Hilliard served as Tallahassee’s postmaster from 1837 to 
1839 and issued scrip in order to make change. This particular example is 
signed by a George M. Rapley. Postmaster General Amos Kendell man- 
dated that all local postmasters were to settle their Washington accounts 
using specie and he refused to accept the locally issued scrip. Surviving 
examples are quite rare and highly desired by collectors. The more sim- 
ply designed notes came from Morris/Printer Philadelphia. The more 
elaborately produced notes were the work of the New England Bank Note 
Co., Boston. This 50¢ note was the product of the New England Bank 
Note company. A woman and dog feature in the central vignette. The 
obligation states, “Good to the bearer for FIFTY CTs. at the Post Office 
in Tallahassee payable in postage of Current Bank Notes. Co. Benice lists 
these pieces as R8, indicating one to three known examples. This repre- 
sents an important piece of Florida and postal history and is quite scarce. 
On the rare occasion when these notes are offered, they always command 
strong prices. The only example we have sold was in our 2012 Central 
States sale.

It saw little combat until 
August of 1863 and went on to see considerable combat in 1864, taking 
part in actions in Georgia, Tennessee, and Alabama before being deci- 
mated at the Battle of Nashville, removing the unit as an effective fighting 
force. This note was used in the pre-combat days of October 1862, when 
the regiment was deployed to Savannah. It is a lovely example on bright 
paper with striking red ink. PMG notes very small stains and pencil 
annotations on the back of this note.

After being 
exchanged, the unit saw further combat in Tennessee before surrendering 
with the rest of General Johnston’s forces in North Carolina on April 26, 
1865. The unit saw the enlistment of one of the youngest Civil War sol- 
diers when it accepted Private Asberry B. Clonts, who joined, along with 
his father and his uncle on March 4, 1862 at the age of 11 years, 1 month, 
and 1 week. The Keller plate note, this piece is one of only two known to 
us at present. Southern sutler issues are almost uniformly rare and always 
in demand.

Chartered in 1856, the Macon & Brunswick was unable to make much 
progress on constructing its new line before the Civil War intervened. 
Not until 1867, when fifty miles of track from Macon to Hawkinsville 
was completed, was a substantial segment put into operation. After the 
state endorsed $2.5 million worth of the railroad’s bonds and new inves- 
tors were found in New York, the 174-mile road between Macon and 
Brunswick was finally completed. It opened in its entirety on January 
1, 1870. Part of the rail bed was constructed using forced labor under 
Georgia’s then-new convict leasing system. In his book One Dies, Get 
Another; Convict Leasing in the American South, 1866-1928, Matthew 
Mancini notes that the M&B was provided with 109 state prisoners in 
1868. As one of the first Georgia railroads to use convict labor for con- 
struction, it lead the way in a brutal practice that would last for decades. 
This note, which traces its pedigree back to NASCA’s T. James Clarke 
collection sale in June 1978, where it was part of lot 960, should not be 
confused with this railroad’s far more commonly encountered notes of 
a similar date. Some minor pinholes affect nothing on this pen cancelled 
item.

This $10 note was designed for use by the principal bank in Savannah and 
features the Pulaski Monument in Monterey Square in Savannah and has 
red denominational counters and panels. It is printed on India paper with 
the usual POCs in the signature spaces. While issued notes are common, 
the same can not be said of proofs, with only one example of this note 
appearing in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale.

Two biplanes flank the denomination 
at center. The biplane vignettes are found on all three denominations of 
this territorial issue.

Most of 
the notes seen today from this town are from either the Frontier Bank or 
the Union Bank. This is the first time we have offered anything from this 
issuer. And it is a beauty, printed by National Bank Note Co., featuring a 
large livestock vignette at center flanked by FIVE across the left end in a 
black panel and the state banking die at right. The whole design is then 
brought together by deep red borders and a security panel that comple- 
ment the lighter red signature and serial number panels. This note is 
divided into two overall panels, one roughly three times the size of the 
other which leads your cataloger to wonder if this was National’s answer 
to ABNCo’s “Lymans Protection“ security feature which changed the 
relationship between the two divisions based on the denomination.

Most 
Free Banks in the state were small under capitalized affairs whose toler- 
ance for financial turbulence was almost zero. Most Illinois Free Banks 
perished as if mown down in the early months of the Civil War. This 
attractive red and black note printed by ABNCo. features a vignette of 
two Native Americans sizing up a distant hunter. Two red 5 protectors 
flank the vignette and an overall red tint completes the look. A large oval 
Auditor’s die at right indicates that this bank was operating under the 
state’s Free Banking laws.

Only Proofs are known from this bank that did not issue any notes before 
quickly disappearing from the Illinois banking scene. We have now auc- 
tioned just two notes from this bank, the quality Proof $2 in this lot and a 
$1 Proof from the Eric Newman Collection graded PCGS 58 that crossed 
our auction block in April 2015 to the amount of $3,290. The example in 
this lot was printed by the National BNCo and mounted on thin card- 
stock.

This lot contains 
two of the ABNCo original steel printing plates used to print the bank’s 
$1 and $5 notes: the black ink plate used to print the text and vignettes, 
and the red tint plate used to print the overall tint and protectors. The 
red color has been verified after examining an issued note from the bank. 
The black ink plate is in excellent condition with only very minor light 
surface rust near the president’s signature line on the $5. The red tint 
plate has a bit of surface rust, with the most noticeable area being in the 
left margin, away from any engraved areas. These are a pair of must-have 
collateral items that will take any collection to the next level.

“no description available” and SENC for “surviving example not con- 
firmed.” True to the Graziers Bank’s name, the center vignette is of a bull 
and the left vignette portrays a farmer, dog, and horse. Haxby states that 
circulating notes were printed, but none were issued to the bank, and sup- 
posedly all examples were destroyed with only Proofs existing. The pres- 
ence of this uncut pair/sheet contradicts the above statement in Haxby. 
Our previous experience with this bank is that we have only auctioned 
two different modern Proprietary Proofs from this institution that was 
so short-lived that it was not even around to take delivery of notes printed 
for them by the ABNCo. Also, more searching reveals that there were no 
notes from this bank dispersed through the sale of the ABNCo archives 
in 1990.

This is a striking green 
and black note printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with the 
usual POCs in the signature lines.

The $2 design features a central vignette of a 
woman tending a textile machine flanked by the state banking die at left 
and a vignette of a cow and its calf at right. The design is beautifully com- 
pleted by red borders and a red security panel. For collectors who prefer 
issued notes, this is a really nice example that is fully issued and has seen 
moderate circulation but has survived the experience without attracting 
any repairs or grievous condition impairments. This great note will be a 
neat addition to any collection of obsoletes.

Our current 
sheet offering is many times nicer and has earned the all important EPQ 
grade modifier, too.

The Toulon Bank was a free bank that opened in 1860 and failed during 
the run up to the Civil War in early 1861. This was primarily due to the 
collapse in southern state bonds that were widely used by Illinois free 
banks to secure their notes. The $2 design has a central vignette of a ewe 
with her two lambs flanked by an oval portrait of Washington and the 
Illinois free banking die. The note has a beautiful dark red overall tint 
that really sets the note off. It is printed on India paper mounted on card- 
stock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. A very rare note, this 
offering has the visual appeal to attract collector attention.

The Indiana free bank got its curious name because a large part of its 
circulation was secured by Kentucky bonds deposited with the state audi- 
tor. The bank opened in 1854, succeeding B.F. Jones & Co. It remained 
in business until voluntarily closing its doors in 1863. It then became 
McEwen & Sons Bank. This final incarnation failed disastrously in 1871, 
with depositors receiving 6¢ on the dollar. The $20 design is quite strik- 
ing with only a small female portrait at top center but with a border of 
twenty geometric counters, equal to the denomination. The note is cov- 
ered with a brown-orange tint and a large orange and white TWENTY 
protector. PMG notes a repair, visible only from the back. Rare and 
always popular.

Note designs were common to all branches. The Muscatine branch operated as such from 1859 to 1865 when it became the Muscatine National Bank. 
The second series of notes for the branches was printed by National Bank Note Company and the work is striking. The $2 note features a large vignette 
of Liberty at left and a large oval portrait of Henry Clay. The borders, protector panel over the signature lines, and the left denominational counter are 
printed in red. This proof note is printed on India paper with the usual POCs in the signature lines. We are aware of only two notes from this branch: 
this $2 proof and a well worn $1 note. We expect this note to cross the auction block for somewhere between its previous two prices realized of $5000 and 
$8225.

In 1862, the bank ceased being a bank of issue 
and began doing only an exchange business. The bank was burned to 
the ground in 1863 by Quantrill’s raiders. The bank never reopened, but 
continued to redeem notes until January 1864 when it closed its doors 
for the final time. This $3 remainder is a stunning red-orange and black 
note depicting a busy waterfront scene titled St. Louis Waterfront and a 
vignette of a young Native American woman. This note is also a scarcer 
use of Lyman’s Protection which divided the note into different propor- 
tions depending on the denomination.

W. L. Ormsby engraved a few series of notes during the Kansas Territorial 
period, mostly from Leavenworth. The State Bank notes are much scarcer 
than those, and visually striking like most Ormsby notes. As anti-raising 
devices for each denomination, the cherub was used as a counter, with 
one cherub per $1 of denomination (2 cherubs on the $2, and so on). The 
series also used the Ormsby color backs. 

Lecompton, founded in 1854, was named for Samuel D. Lecompte, 
the first Chief Justice of the Kansas Supreme Court. In 1855, the town 
became the capital of the Kansas Territory. Lecompton was home to 
many pro-slavery advocates; Kansas was a hotbed of debate on the aboli- 
tion issue. Eventually, the anti-slavery forces gained control of the legis- 
lature in the elections of 1857, disavowed “Lecompton Constitution,” and 
repealed the pro-slavery territorial statutes. The victorious Free Soil Party 
took Kansas into the Union in 1861 and the capital was moved to Topeka, 
leaving Lecompton a comparative footnote today. This note is gorgeous 
on both sides, and is part of an interesting series.

An extremely rare proof from this northern Kentucky city that borders 
Ohio.

Front and center is a seldom seen vignette entitled Rescue of Daniel 
Boone by Kenton which depicts Simon Kenton saving fellow frontiersman 
Daniel Boone from a Shawnee Indian attack that occurred in April of 
1777. The sheer history, rarity and interesting vignettes combined should 
lead to very strong bidding.

This municipal issue was made in the first year following the end of the 
Civil War and was considered a “bond” although it bore no interest. The 
center vignette is quite unusual, displaying the red stick that gave this 
community its name. A bluff divided the hunting grounds of two Native 
American tribes in the area. A dead cypress tree on the bluff was used to 
hang animal skins and hide to dry and was the dividing point between 
the hunting grounds. The tree was so stained with blood that it was red 
in color. It was seen by d’Iberville when he sailed up the Mississippi in 
1699 as it was the first high bluff to be seen north of the Gulf of Mexico. 
The Red Stick vignette was the work of Luigi (Louis) Delnoce who stud- 
ied under John W. Casilear from 1851-55 and its use is unique to this one 
note. The building on the right is the state capitol (1850-1932) which was 
a burned out hulk by the end of the Civil War, but was then repaired and 
expanded and served its purpose until 1932. This note has seen a fair 
amount of circulation but has escaped any repairs or meaningful impair- 
ments. Quite rare, this note is extremely popular on the infrequent occa- 
sions when an example surfaces.

This $20 
design, payable at the Phenix Bank in New York, features an allegorical 
vignette depicting a goddess in a chariot in the clouds being drawn by 
several putti flanked by vignettes of more modern modes of transporta- 
tion; a passenger train and steamboat. The note is printed on India paper 
with no forms of cancellation present. PMG mentions minor mounting 
adhesive stains in each corner tip, as well as a tear whose location is not 
blatantly obvious through the holder. There were two examples of this 
note in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, and we believe that there are three 
or four surviving proof examples extant.

The note has attempted 
small POCs in the signature lines that do not go all the way through the 
card. One example of this design (possibly this note) appeared in the 1990 
ABNC Archives sale. Available as a remainder, the same is not true as a 
proof, with this note being possibly unique.

Militia and were payable twelve months after issue, bearing 6% interest. 
They were receivable for up to half of the state taxes due for 1864 and 
by 1867 were being withdrawn and redeemed. The portrait used on this 
denomination is that of Benjamin Gratz Brown who was instrumental 
in keeping Missouri in the Union in 1861 and who served in the United 
States Senate from 1863-67. A large round frame surrounds a large female 
portrait at center. The state seal appears in the lower right corner. As 
other denominations in this series, this note also has a very ornate green 
back design. This note has an endorsement on the back. Unlike their 
counterpart notes issued by the secessionist state government, the vast 
majority of these were redeemed and are all quite rare today.

The center vignette depicts a large wagon loaded with cotton bales rum- 
bling past a house. The overall tint is an unusual color- blue. The TEN 
protector is white bordered in blue. The note is printed on India paper 
with the usual POCs in the signature lines. The known population is 
around eight notes; all from the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, Lots 844 and 
845.

The center vignette depicts a large wagon loaded with cotton bales rum- 
bling past a house. The overall tint is an unusual dark brown or drab 
color and includes a large drab and white TEN protector. The note is 
printed on India paper with the usual POCs in the signature lines. While 
a large number of $10s from this bank were part of the 1990 ABNCo 
Archives sale, only one sheet of four notes (Lot 846) appeared in this sale 
and we believe that this single sheet is the source for all surviving proofs 
of this variety.

This 
remainder is printed in tan with an ornate back by the San Francisco firm 
of Britton & Rey. The last $5 note that we auctioned was a PMG Choice 
Unc 64 EPQ, virtually identical to this evening’s offering, which sold for 
$2,530 in our 2009 FUN auction.

A second denomination from this former gold rush town that is now a 
ghost town. These clearing house certificates could have been redeemed 
at the Bullfrog Bank & Trust Company, John S. Cook & Co., or The First 
National Bank of Rhyolite. The latter was charter number 8686 and only 
one National Bank Note has been documented on this Nye County Bank. 
This remainder is printed in a stunning blue hue with an ornate back. 
The last example of this denomination that we auctioned graded PMG 
Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ and realized $1,150 in April, 2010.

The gold mine that put Rhyolite on the map steadily declined in produc- 
tion and closed in March, 1911 after a life of approximately six years. The 
community was already in decline by then as all three banks in town 
had closed by March, 1910. There was only one resident in town by 1922. 
He died in 1924 at the age of 94. The last $20 note we sold was a slightly 
inferior PMG Choice Unc 64 EPQ that realized $2,990 in our 2009 FUN 
auction.

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The bank was chartered in 1850 and remained in business until 1865 
when it became the Monadnock National Bank of East Jaffrey. The 
design features an American eagle standing on a federal shield as well 
as a vignette of Commerce and a cherub seated in a large V along with 
a vignette of a girl holding a basket of flowers at right. The note sports 
a large red FIVE protector. Reported as SENC and “None known” by 
Whitman, this note is making its first appearance in one of our public 
auctions.

The Bank of Lebanon opened in 1828 and remained in business until it 
became the National Bank of Lebanon (Ch. 8080) in early 1865.

There is also a green C - C protector and green pro- 
tector panel as well as a small green 100 counter at bottom center. There 
are faint glue stains on the back suggesting that this note, which has no 
POCs, was previously mounted. A variety with orange tints was known 
to, and listed by, Haxby. Rare and likely to stay that way.

However, 
this note still has a lot going for it, with a large vignette of the State House 
at Trenton, Vulcan, and a train going under a bridge. The note is slightly 
different than G36a because it has an engraved date of March 20, 1858 
rather than March 29, 1860. This note just looks as rare as it is.

The State Bank of Newark was one of a batch of six individual banks 
chartered by the state in 1812-14. These banks were independent banks 
and not part of a network despite similar names. It remained in business 
until 1865 when it became the National State Bank of Newark. The design 
features Commerce seated at center flanked by vignettes of Justice seated 
at left and another version of Commerce at right. A small version of the 
New Jersey coat of arms appears at bottom center. The note is printed on 
India paper mounted on cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature 
lines. This $50 note is a little bit of a fooler. While it is a relatively plain 
design, known to and illustrated by Haxby as a proof, there have been vir- 
tually no known public auction appearances in recent memory. Based on 
the location of the POCs, it appears that this note was also the plate note 
in the Haxby catalog. It is not too much ofa stretch to think that this note 
is possibly unique or nearly so.

The $1 design features a custom vignette titled Entrance 
to Llewellyn Park flanked by the portrait of a young woman at lower left 
and a vignette of Ceres seated. An orange protector panel and twin ONEs 
complete the design. While perhaps five or so examples exist, they are 
usually found in low condition. This example is well printed on bright 
paper with no repairs or meaningful condition impairments in evidence.

Two examples 
of this design were part of Lot 1029 in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale and 
are likely the only proofs extant.

The state banking die appears at left and a 
vignette of a farmer plowing is at right. The note utilizes a red overall lace 
network and a large dark red TWO protector.

There were three examples of this design (likely including this 
note) in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale.

At right, Liberty, Agriculture, Moneta, Justice, 
and Minerva surround a large 5. The state bank department die appears 
at left. The note is printed on India paper. RWH&E sometimes used 
diagonal slash cancels rather than POCs in the signature lines. The minor 
repair mentioned by PMG is the sealing of the right-most slash cancel. 
We believe that this is one of only two or three surviving examples.

The Hope Bank of Albany was organized in 1864 and remained in busi- 
ness until becoming the Hope Banking Company, a private bank, around 
April 1871.

The $1 note appropriately has a vignette of the symbol of hope, an anchor 
above the state banking die. The note, printed by National Bank Note Co., 
also features bright orange protectors and security features.

The note is printed on India paper mounted on 
cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. The Hope Bank 
of Albany is an all SENC bank in Haxby, and until the Gordon Harris 
Albany notes were auctioned, we had not seen this National Bank Note 
Company engraved and printed series.

The thou- 
sands of rarities contained were dispersed in two days in the New York 
City art auction house tradition, but to the betterment of the collecting 
community. These rarities have now been enjoyed for a quarter century. 
This is the first $11 proof we have offered from this bank. It is a very 
attractive note with just some minor evidence of a previous mounting on 
the back.

The $20 
design has a large detailed allegorical vignette of a maiden seated at the 
shore with three cherubs flanked by an oval male portrait and a vignette 
of Niagara Falls as well as the New York bank department die. A small 
vignette of Liberty completes the design. The note has a bright orange

the signature lines. This $20 design was not represented in the ABNCo 
Archives sold in 1990, nor have we seen additional examples beyond an 
illustrated proof in Haxby’s catalog in 1988. This note is probably unique 
or nearly so.

The $2 design printed 
by National Bank Note Co. features oval portraits of Andrew Jackson 
and General Winfield Scott flanked by the state bank department die at 
left and a vignette of a girl holding flowers at right. It is printed on India 
paper mounted on cardstock with the usual small POCs in the signature 
lines. While we are aware of a number of issued examples of this design, 
this is the only proof we are aware of at present.

There 
are twin red 1 protectors. This is the first we have offered and is exces- 
sively rare with the red protectors.

The Matteawan Company was a manufacturer of wool hats that was orga- 
nized in 1812. This mid-grade example is in a comment free third party 
holder and is fully framed.

This lovely brown and 
black note was printed by National Bank Note Company and incor- 
porates a center vignette depicting the classic rivalry that developed 
between canals and railroads flanked by the New York Bank Department 
die at left and an oval female portrait at right.

PCGS notes an edge tear in the top margin, through the E in NOTE in 
the NBNC imprint. Excessively rare and probably unique.

This debate was 
mostly debunked when Haxby listed the bank in his four-volume 1988 
opus. The Essay Proof in this lot speaks for itself. This is a magnificent 
example, proofed upon an extremely wide margined sheet-sized card and 
creating a superb impression with deep plate lines all around. This is a 
museum piece, and was so at the Newman Money Museum that displayed 
many of Mr. Newman’s Obsolete treasures. This Proof is printed on India 
paper and mounted within an extremely large card measuring approxi- 
mately 12 by 7.5 inches. It also has the complete imprint of “W.L. Ormsby, 
New-York 50 Wall St” at upper left. This is a Type II example, following 
the Haxby listing, with a very faint gray large “ONE” across the note that 
can get lost within the design.

This bank’s notes would be virtually unknown to Obsolete collectors if not for the 1990 American Bank Note Company Archive auction’s proof sheets, 
all with different configurations and diagnostics. Issued notes from this title are exceedingly rare. We know of only three. The bank’s history is unclear, 
but it was short-lived. After it closed, its remaining notes appeared to be guaranteed as sound and redeemed when presented. 


The type offered here is artistically rendered with the highest standards, as expected from the Danforth, Wright & Co., New-York & Philad. imprint. The 
note has a full red tint on black lace across the note with tall numeral “1” protectors outlined in white flanking the center vignette of a standing black- 
smith. At the lower left is the New York Bank Seal. At the lower right, a facing young boy’s portrait, his gaze frozen in time and with a timeless impa- 
tience evident, is used on this series only. Overall, this is a very attractive issued note with vibrant color, considering its circulation. It is well margined 
with mostly clean surfaces. PMG added a comment about restoration which is not readily apparent. This note is superior in most ways to the twenty 
proof impressions known, many which have been auctioned for $5,000 or more. A regal note from New York City.

A lovely pastoral scene decorates 
the lower left. On the $2 Proofs the state die is at lower left. All have the 
prominent vignette of a bull’s head at center. Counterfeits are somewhat 
available, but regular issue notes and proofs are just rare. There is a single 
sheet just like this but with red protectors.

PMG notes that some 
repairs have been made to the top edge that are more visible from the 
back than the front. We are aware of only two examples of this note at 
present.

The bank was originally organized in 1804 and began operating as a free bank in 1857. It continued in business until becoming the Merchants National 
Bank of the City of New York in 1865. This $1 design utilizes “Lyman’s Protection,” an approach which divides notes into two sections whose propor- 
tions depend on the denomination. In this way, it would be difficult to raise a $1 to a $5, for example, because the dividing line for the two sections 
would not be correctly located. The design features an oval male portrait at left along with the New York Bank Department die. A large green and white 
ONE protector appears at center and a large green 1 protector covers the signature spaces in the smaller section of the note. The note, once part of the 
Eric P. Newman Collection, is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. This is the only green Lyman’s 


Protection design note of which we are aware. Excessively rare and historically important.

It is 
flanked by vignettes of an eagle at left and Justice standing at right. The 
New York bank department die appears in the lower right corner. An 
orange overall tint as well as a large orange and white TEN protector and 
deep orange denominational counter are also part of the design of this 
Wellstood, Hay & Whiting creation. The note is printed on India paper 
with the usual POCs in the signature lines. PMG notes a repaired tear 
through Justice’s torso which is barely visible from the face.

The bank was established in early 1838 and was wholly owned by the 
state. All of the directors were nominated by the Governor and elected by 
the legislature. During the Civil War, the bank’s asset portfolio became 
over-weighted with Confederate bonds and securities which, of course, 
proved to be worthless after the end of hostilities. The courts ruled that 
the state was responsible for redeeming all of the bank’s legitimate issues. 
It took until 1885 to clear all of the bank’s obligations. The $500 design 
is a spectacular ABNCo creation, with an oval portrait of Washington 
at center above flanking vignettes of two children. A striking red color 
is brought into the design, used for a D protector, the denomination 
FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS, and the bicolor 500 Dollars elements that 
occupy each end.

engraved by Alfred Jones, a vignette also used on the $20 demand notes. 
Other color details include a large protector “L,” upper counter sur- 
rounds, and a left end outlined perpendicular die. A very pleasing Choice 
Fine note, this piece is much nicer in appearance than the problemed 
PMG Choice Fine 15 from the Aberon collection. That note sold for

This utopian experiment in collective living was formed in 1887 and 
attracted several hundred adherents to land that the co-operative owned 
in the Port Angeles area. Members were progressive advocates of labor 
rights and were, oddly, anti-Chinese due to the Chinese participation in 
the local labor market. The Panic of 1893 killed both the lumber mar- 
ket and this colony which was finally officially dissolved in 1904. Your 
cataloger believes that these notes were used by co-operative members to 
purchase goods manufactured by the co-operative. The 5¢ is the approxi- 
mate size of a large postage stamp and is identified only by the “P.S.C.C.” 
abbreviation. It grades Choice Uncirculated 63 EPQ. The other examples 
are all remainders and each is signed by Treasurer Nellie Wood. Those 
denominations and their grades are: 25¢ Choice About Unc 58 EPQ;

He graduated from West Point in 1844 and 
fought in the Battle of Cerro Gordo in the Mexican-American War. 
Later on the Texas frontier, he almost lost an eye in an Indian skirmish 
and resigned as a first lieutenant in May of 1853. He became a Missouri 
Volunteer Militia brigadier general and in May 1861, he surrendered 
Camp Jackson in St. Louis to Union forces without firing a shot. He was 
paroled and on March 3, 1862. Frost was commissioned as a brigadier 
general in the Confederate Army. He commanded troops during the 
Battle of Elkhorn Tavern (Pea Ridge) in Arkansas. Frost’s wife was forced 
from her St. Louis home because of her family’s Confederate sympathies 
in August 1863, and she and her children moved to Canada. When Frost 
was informed of this, he left the army without permission and traveled to 
Canada to join his family. In December 1863, he was officially removed 
from the Confederate muster rolls. Frost and his family stayed in Canada 
for the remainder of the war and they did not return to Missouri until 
late in 1865. Frost died on October 29, 1900. Fortunately for today’s 
Confederate collectors, someone was able to get General Frost’s signature 
on a Confederate note.

The artist attributes the shortage of hard money to the successive mon- 
etary programs of Presidents Jackson and Van Buren. Jackson rides a 
pig headlong toward a precipice, followed by congressional ally Missouri 
Senator Thomas Hart Benton on a jackass. Both men chase the “Gold 
Humbug” butterfly which, symbolizes their efforts to restrict the ratio 
of paper money in circulation to gold and silver supplies. President Van 
Buren rides a fox and cunningly deviates from this disastrous course and 
follows a downward path leading toward the Bank of the United States. 
Jackson is reaching for the butterfly and exclaims, “By the Eternal!! I'll 
have it, Benton!” Senator Benton whips his mount with a quill pen and 
declares, “Go it thou Roman!! a greater man ne’er lived in the tide of 
times.!!” His quill is labeled “Expunger,” an allusion to Benton’s extended 
campaign to “expunge” or remove the 1834 Senate censure of Jackson 
from the Congressional Record. Van Buren loses his crown and mutters, 
“Although I follow in the footsteps of Jackson it is expedient, at this time 
to deviate a little!!” At the bottom of the precipice, President Nicholas 
Biddle of the Bank of the United States stands on top of the bank build- 
ing. As Van Buren comes into sight, Biddle howls, “I see him on his wind- 
ing way.” The “note” is signed by Cashier Uncle Sam and by President 
H.R. Robinson, the publisher. The latter proclaims, “I promise to pay 
Thomas H. Benton, or bearer, Fifty Cents, in Counterfeit Caricatures at 
my store at 52 Courtlandt Street.” It is dated May 10, 1837, which is the 
date of the emergency suspension of specie payment by New York banks. 
This print is not graded, but there are moisture stains at both upper and 
lower right. It is matted within a modern frame with the overall dimen- 
sions being approximately 25 by 19 inches. An example of this print is in 
the Library of Congress.

A hand-colored broadside with each of the above “candidates” sitting on 
a horse that mirrors their respective lots in life. Thin Mr. Shin-Plaster 
(Needy) rides a brown horse struck by famine, while plump Mr. Hard- 
Money (Bullion) rides a white horse that is the picture of health. The 
text chronicles their discussion as Mr. Shin-Plaster wants to give a $100 
shinplaster to Mr. Hard-Money for a silver dollar, yet Mr. Hard-Money 
refuses the shinplaster. He does give Mr. Shin-Plaster a (silver) dollar so 
that the latter can eat. This broadside graphically illustrates that the more 
prosperous favor hard money, while those on the margin of existence 
favor schemes to expand the currency. This item is not graded as it is 
sealed within its frame. The left edge has much paper loss. This interferes 
very little with the graphics, but the text is compromised. However, the 
gist remains clear to the reader. Also, much of Mr. Shin-Plaster’s legs and 
his horse’s chest are missing within the body of the broadside. The broad- 
side is matted within a modern frame with the overall dimensions being 
approximately 16 by 19 inches.

This stock certificate is signed by a man who during his lifetime would go 
on to become not only the richest man in America, but the richest man in 
the world. John D. Rockefeller organized Standard Oil in 1870, gained a 
monopoly in the oil business, and then organized the Standard Oil Trust 
in 1882. This 500 shares certificate was signed while Rockefeller was 
president of the trust. It is also signed by Secretary H(enry) M. Flagler and 
Treasurer J(abez) A. Bostwick. The register was removed from a binding 
producing small holes and glued to the left edge of the stock certificate. 
This was a common practice with stock certificates. It has been rubber 
stamped cancelled. All three signatures have been pen cancelled in red 
ink and mechanically. The mechanical cancellation device produced 
ridges and a few thin cuts in the paper, but Rockefeller’s signature is not 
impaired by any cuts.

A just plain rare California type for both the state and this bank, with 
barely thirty examples being reported for the entire state, according to the 
National Currency Foundation census. Of that number, just three come 
from Santa Barbara, one of the most avidly collected locations in the 
state. This note is quite well circulated, but is sound and eminently col- 
lectible. This pen-signed $10 was part of the Lowell Horwedel collection 
that we sold in 2004.

That piece made its lone public appearance in 
a 1998 auction and hasn’t been seen since that time. Therefore, this newly surfaced $20 provides a great opportunity for today’s generation of collectors 
to finally acquire a note from this tough Idaho town.

There are a meager half-dozen notes enumerated in the NBN cen- 
sus, with only an AU 58PPQ Brown Back being of better quality. This fully bright First Charter note has boardwalk margins, luscious signatures, superb 
color, and truly magnificent paper integrity. If you do not have the opportunity to see this in person, you are the poorer for it. Its aesthetic beauty oozes 
forth from every direction and it is very, very scarce.

J.D. Husbands and Geo. B. Norris are the officers who signed this lovely 
gem Plain Back. This Hennepin County institution opened in 1909 and 
was absorbed by the Northwestern NB in 1931. It possesses snow white 
paper, cavernous embossing, and vibrant ink colors.

The presi- 
dent’s signature for this private-name bank is that of George Nixon. Nixon started his banking career in Winnemucca, where he and his associate F.M. 
Lee (who signs this note as the bank’s Cashier) organized the First National Bank in 1886. Nixon served as President of that bank until 1906, when he 
moved to Reno and founded the Nixon NB. He served as President of that institution until his death in 1912. Along the way he found time to enter into 
a partnership with George Wingfield (who later served as President of this bank, which was renamed the Reno NB in 1915) in several mining ventures. 
He also served as one of Nevada’s two United States Senators from his election in 1905 until departing this life in 1912. Twenty-one is the lucky number 
of Red Seals known on the entire state of Nevada. Many of the known Nevada Red Seals have been closely held for years, which explains why there have 
been so few auction appearances on record. We have only sold two $20 Red Seals in the past two decades. One was graded PCGS Very Fine 20 and real- 
ized the princely sum of $66,125 in our 2012 FUN sale. The other, graded PCGS Fine 15, we have sold twice with an approximate average price realized 
of $38,000. Our estimate should prove to be quite conservative. It would not surprise this cataloger to see this piece soar into five-figure territory within 
moments after bidding commences. This great note is certainly destined for a truly great collection.

Originally chartered in 1920 
under the title Beach Haven National Bank, this institution only issued 
small size notes, with the “and Trust Company” nomenclature added in 
1927. If you ever head down the shore to LBI (that’s Long Beach Island for 
the uninitiated Jersey shore folk) the only way in is over the bridge. If you 
want to have an enjoyable time with the family, turn right and head down 
to Beach Haven. It has been rebuilt bigger and better since the devastation 
of Hurricane Sandy almost a decade ago. The only two examples we have 
sold were both of the $20 denomination, with the most recent a PMG VF 
30 EPQ selling for $2,880 in our 2018 Long Beach sale.

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The Gollection of Mike Orlando 


Mike was a respected St. Louis coin dealer, numismatist, 
and entrepreneur for almost 50 years. His hobbies 
were playing racquetball, admiring classic cars, and 
spending time with friends at Starbucks. He was a 
fan of the St. Louis Cardinals, and enjoyed American 
history and collecting a variety of historical rarities. He 
was a lifetime member of the St. Louis Numismatic 

Association (SLNA) and the American Numismatic 
Association. He was especially proud of his SLNA 
membership and leadership responsibilities, and 

he hosted a number of coin club dinners that 
were popular with the members. Mike was 
honest and proud of his integrity as a dealer. 
His longtime clients often came to shows 
solely to buy from him. When selling a 
coin, he would always ask his customer 
to offer any purchases back to him should the customer later decide to sell. He was widely known 
and respected by his peers for having a sharp eye for quality. He was a Redbook contributor, 
which was a significant point of pride. Mike built his business by turning profits into more coins, 
always looking for the best grades he could find and afford. Other dealers at shows would consult 
Mike to see if they “got a good deal,” or if certain coins were authentic. He was asked to appraise 
large lots of coins, and at times served as a consultant for the FBI. Mike’s favorite coins included 
high-grade Walking Liberty half dollars, and he was known to always have a $500 or $1,000 bill in 
his display case. He won a “best dressed” award once, at a time he was into wearing suits (those 
plaid ones). 


One of his early “breaks” came from Leon Hendrickson, who assisted him in building sets of better- 
date Morgan dollars. Mike attended shows throughout the country since the early 1970s, often with 
his future wife, Julia. He had two sons, John and Michael Jr. Mike Orlando, 69, of St. Louis, MO, 
died peacefully after a battle with Parkinson’s disease on March 4th, 2021.

The serial number and signatures are bold, and the entire note is sharply printed both face and back. The margins are huge all around both face 
and back, and the overall appearance is super. One Dollar Continentals are a more challenging denomination to locate as they were produced 
for only five of the eleven issues. Due to its low face value, the One Dollar note circulated far more than the higher denominations, and most 
were lost. This beautiful piece, which is tied for the finest graded by PMG and is pedigreed to the Boyd and Ford collections, should satisfy the 
fussiest of collectors.

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Excessively Rare Round 1d Massachusetts Note 
One of Six Examples in Private Hands 


21203 Massachusetts June, 1722 One Penny Round PMG Very Fine 25. 

The colony of Massachusetts issued £500 worth of small change notes including a 1d, 2d, and 3d denomination in June of 1722 due to a chronic 
coin shortage. This is historically significant as it was the first time that paper bills were used in place of small change. Each denomination was 
a different shape (the 1d is round), printed on parchment, with no signatures or serial numbers. Some claim that the June 1722 emission was 
enacted to combat the introduction of the Rosa Americana copper coins into the original colonies. 40,001 of the 1d notes were printed. Given 
the small size, low face value, and fragile nature of these notes, it is not too surprising that very few survived. Recent research has revealed 
there are two varieties of this penny, as some display a period after the year 1722, while others simply do not. The note offered is the period 
variety, which can be observed as the scarcer of the two varieties. These are extremely rare today (although some facsimiles were printed as part 
of an 1866 book, Remarks on Early Paper Currency of Massachusetts). This example shows some evidence of previous mounting according to 
PMG. We have sold only one other example of this denomination, formerly part of the Eric P. Newman collection, in 2015 for $15,275. A rare 
opportunity to obtain one of the most iconic Massachusetts colonial notes around.

21204 North Carolina August 21, 1775 Hillsborough $4 PCGS Banknote Extremely Fine 40 Details. 

Signed by Samuel Johnston, Richard Cogdell, Richard Caswell, and Andrew Knox, this note, printed on laid paper is seen with an intricate left 
border design. At lower left, the vignette of a Masonic altar includes the all seeing eye at top and traditional Masonic emblems within the sides 
of the pillars. Around the perimeter is the motto AERA OF MASONRY. Very well margined for the series, this Hillsborough series is one of the 
scarcest from this southern colony. PCGS Banknote notes “Repaired edge tears.” That is just about the nicest thing anyone has said about any 
note from this series, as your cataloger’s many years of experience tells him that there likely is not a single truly problem free note extant. Typical 
grade is Very Good or less, with a plethora of problems. Not surprisingly, this note first appeared in the Ford XV sale of 2006 and realized a 
hair under $5,000. The last time we had the pleasure of selling this note, it brought just a hair over $5,000 in our 2018 Long Beach sale of the 
Thomas Gray Collection. One does not need an advanced degree in applied mathematics to discern the value held by this piece over the years.

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Likely Unique in Private Hands - North Carolina “Smallpox” Issue 
$50 “Persecution” 1778 Issue Dated August 8, 1778 


21205 North Carolina August 8, 1778 $50 Persecution the Ruin of Empires PMG Choice Fine 15. 

This small issue consisted of the balance of the total that was authorized for the August 8, 1778 issue that was not printed due to the smallpox 
epidemic, £24,876 5s. The 1780 notes were authorized on April 17, 1780. Not all of the $16 notes had been printed for the 1778 issue, etc., however 
only $50 notes were authorized for this issue due to inflation. According to Watson in Money and Monetary Problems in Early North Carolina, in 1778 
the paper notes circulated at a rate of 3.5 to 1 for specie. A mere two years later, when this issue was authorized, the rate had increased to 6 to 1 (by 
1782 that had increased to a staggering 600 to 1). Richard Cogdell stated that “A string of Fish which used to cost 12d is now 1920d, or 20 Dollars.” 


The only change from the 1778 notes was the 1780 date on the back, with the August 8, 1778 date remaining on the face. The Signatures of 
James Coer and James Green Jr. can be identified on the front of the note. Originally thought to be only three varieties, a recent discovery of 
a new motto, “Union of Hearts the Strength of Interests”, increased the number to four different mottos on the $50 notes. All of which are 
exceedingly scarce. There were three different varieties of $50 notes. This is the variety with the motto, “Independence.” Only 498 examples 
were printed of each of the four varieties. The present piece is the only one of the issue that we have ever handled, and the only example graded 
by PMG. A great North Carolina rarity fit for the finest of collections.

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Deseret Currency Association $10 Copper Printing Plate 


21206 Salt Lake City, UT- Deseret Currency Association Copper Printing Plate for Unknown $10 Denomination 18__ “As Made” condition. 
We are honored to be offering a ground breaking and historic piece of numismatic and Mormon history this evening. The item being offered is 
the original copper printing plate which was intended to be used to print a $10 denomination as part of the Deseret Currency Association (DCA) 
issue. The DCA was formed in January 1858 to provide currency for use in commerce in an area that was almost totally without other types of 
currency. Prior to the issue of the DCA notes, all that was available was a minimal amount of U.S. coins, an equally small issue of Mormon gold 
coins, and a few reissued earlier Mormon bank notes. 


Early DCA notes were simple, hastily printed designs and comprised denominations including $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, $50 and $100. Nearly 
$67,000 of these first series notes were printed by the spring of 1858 in Salt Lake City and Fillmore. According to noted expert Douglas Nyholm, 
only $1s and $2s along with a single $3 are known from this first series at present. 


Mere months after the first series, engraved copper plates, whose note designs were created by Henry Maiben and engraved by David McKenzie, 
were used to print a second and more elaborate set of four denominations: $1, $2, $3, and $5. Surviving notes of all four denominations are 
known, although all are very rare. Nyholm reports that by late Summer of 1858, engraved second series notes were being printed at the Deseret 
News office in Salt Lake City. Engraved notes, with a face value of just over $28,000, were printed. A large percentage of the notes of both series 
were ultimately redeemed and destroyed. Thus ends the common wisdom on this subject which was turned upside down with the discovery of 
a printing plate designed to print a $10 note as part of the second series. 


The Plate The $10 plate fits well into the parameters of the second series engraved notes. The text promises that the notes are payable in livestock 
and Brigham Young's signature is engraved and of the same style as on other denominations. The portraits of two prominent men associated with 
the Church appear on the $10. According to Nyholm, those appearing on the newly discovered $10 plate are Parley Pratt on the left and Willard 
Richards on the right. Pratt was an early leader of the Latter Day Saint Movement whose writings were widely read and served as an exposition 
on the Latter Day Saint faith. Pratt died in 1857. Willard Richards was a physician and Second Counselor to Church President Brigham Young 
from 1847 until his death in 1854. Interestingly, the portrait of Richards does not appear to have been completely engraved when work on this 
plate ceased. There is a good deal of background information available to help explain why the $10 plate was never completely finished and 
apparently never used. 


The most important piece of information is a speech given by John Cradlebaugh in the United States House of Representatives on February 
7, 1863. Cradlebaugh was appointed Associate Justice for the District of Utah on June 4, 1858. He convened a grand jury in Provo, UT in

March, 1859 to investigate the infamous Mountain Meadows Massacre, but the jury declined to return any indictments or deliver any report 
on the charges. Cradlebaugh later moved to Carson City, NV and was the first elected delegate from the Nevada Territory to the 37th Congress. 
Cradlebaugh was an outspoken opponent of the Mormons. His speech includes some key information which is quoted directly here: 


“In the summer of 1858 David McKenzie was arrested charged with engraving plates for counterfeiting Government drafts on the Treasury at 
St. Louis. The evidence showed that the engraving had been done in the upper part of the Deseret Store in Salt Lake City. This store is within the 
enclosure of Brigham’s Young’s premises, the same being walled in with a stone wall some 12 or 14 feet in height. Judge Eckels, who issued the 
warrant, directed the Marshal, Peter K. Dotson, to seize the plates, and any other matter that might be found in the room where the engraving 
had been done, which would establish the offense. The Marshal accordingly went to the room and seized the plate. He also found another plate 
there, belonging, as it since appears, to Brigham Young, and used for striking off the Deseret currency ; and, observing that the copper-plate upon 
which the counterfeit engraving had been made had been cut off one side of Brigham’s Deseret currency plate he brought away with him the 
currency plate. After the trial Brigham refused to take them back, but brought his action against the Marshal, P.-K. Dotson, in the Probate Court.” 


This establishes that two plates were confiscated: the counterfeit St. Louis Draft plate and a Deseret Currency Association Plate and that the 
plates were not put back in Brigham Young’s hands. Since the plates were confiscated in a raid, this may also explain why the one portrait 
appears to be only partially engraved; work had not been completed when the plate was seized. Young filed a civil action alleging that the plates 
were damaged and was awarded $1668 for damage to the plates plus court costs of $648.66 according to Nyholm’s research. Cradlebaugh’s 
speech continues: 


“I have the plates here, ( exhibiting them .) | have shown them to engravers in the city, and they tell me the original cost of making them could 
not be more than five or six hundred dollars, and say that they can be put in as good order as ever they were for twenty-five dollars.” 


While Cradlebaugh’s point was that the award of damages was excessive, this statement establishes that both plates were physically in 
Washington, DC in 1863 in Cradlebaugh’s possession. That piece of information is important because this $10 plate was discovered in the 
basement rafters of a home located in Washington DC in 2020. While the the plate’s whereabouts and ownership can not be traced from 1863, 
when Cradlebaugh was apparently brandishing it in the halls of Congress to 1909, when the house was built, the circumstantial evidence is 
strong that this is the original plate confiscated from the Deseret News office 163 years ago. 


Pieces like this are difficult to value. Obviously the plate is unique, but it also has important historical and numismatic significance. We believe 


that our estimate for this wonderful item is both conservative and reflective of the plate’s significance.

21207 127 $10 1861 PCGS Banknote PF-1 Cr. 221 Very Fine 20 Details. 

7,160 of this variety were printed, as it was the sheetmate of the T35 Indian Princess note, with four of each denomination making up an 
eight subject sheet. Why this number is so small remains a mystery, with the most likely explanation being some type of major failure of the 
lithographic stone itself. This type was a lower quality product that invariably comes to collectors today with repairs, cancellations, and other 
impairments. This note has a sliver of the lower right margin replaced and has a few very small stains. One of the keys to the Confederate series, 
this note faces up well and will be a featured addition to any collection that it joins. We first sold this note for just over $8,800 in our 2016 Long 
Beach Expo Currency Signature Auction and believe that that level will be tested or bettered tonight.

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Desirable Indian Princess $5 135

A mere 7,160 notes of the “Indian Princess” design were printed and issued between November 26 and December 5, 1861. It is a mystery why only 
this small number of notes was printed before the design was terminated. The most logical explanation is that the stone used to print this note and 
its brother T27 $10 issue suffered some type of catastrophic failure. T35s are notorious for problems, restorations, and repairs. Aside from a missing 
upper left corner and a couple of small ink spills and rust specks, this note faces up quite well and is free of any repairs or glaring impairments. We 
last sold this example for $14,100 in our 2016 FUN Currency Signature Auction and expect it to test or exceed that level in this auction.

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Excessively Rare Fr. 406a 


21209 Mercer, PA - $5 1875 Fr. 406a The Farmers & Mechanics National Bank Ch. # 2256 PMG Very Fine 30 EPQ. 

This excessively rare Friedberg number was not discovered until the mid-1990's and appears to have been issued by this bank only. Although 
various theories have been advanced as to why this note exists, the only one to make sense to this cataloger is that the bank decided to change 
its plate layout in 1885 during the one month tenure of Bruce and Jordan, resulting in the engraving of a Series 1875 $5 plate bearing those 
signatures for this one institution alone. Whatever the reason, the new plate created a major signature rarity. The latest edition of the Friedberg 
catalog lists this number as “Rare” with four examples known. However, a thorough examination of auction records reveals that only two pieces 
have ever appeared at public sale - a note graded a raw Fine+ in 1996 and another piece, an impaired PCGS Fine 15, that we have offered in 
both 2008 and 2014. Tonight's offering is miles ahead of those other two notes in appearance and grade. This attractive note has great color, dark 
signatures, and fully original paper surfaces. It presents a seldom-offered opportunity for today’s collectors to add this rare Friedberg number to 
their holdings.

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Beautiful Near-Gem Series 1875 $20 


21210 Quincy, IL - $20 1875 Fr. 434 The Ricker National Bank Ch. # 2519 PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

A lovely 1875 $20 from this private-name bank, this example is signed by Geo. E. Ricker as Cashier and Henry Ricker as President. Unusually 
for a First Charter example, this piece bears a rather fancy title layout as well - a clear precursor of what was to follow in Brown Backs. It’s one of 
the finer PMG-graded notes, and its margins on both sides are complete, wide to broad in places. The face printing is superbly sharp with lovely 
definition of the red Treasury seal, series, and charter number. The back is amazing with the deeply inked vignette exhibiting an extraordinary 
depth of field within its vibrant green frame. There are few examples known of this type that exceed the attractiveness of this offering. Last 
November, we sold an identically graded example from a Paris, IL bank for $26,400.

A well nigh superb note, this offering comes from a community which played an outsize role in the course of American history. With the 
great battle fought here celebrating its sesquicentennial this year, what better time could there be to obtain a screaming Gem of a $10 Brown 
Back which displays every positive attribute a collector could desire. From its gorgeous centering to its easily evident originality, and from its 
exceptionally vivid colors to its bold pen signatures, this is a note that literally screams, “Buy me!”

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Rare and Lovely $100 Davenport Brown Back

This institution issued First Charters and Brown Backs only, before liquidating in October of 1906. While a small group of notes from this charter 
have survived, courtesy of a cash hoard set aside by another Davenport bank, this piece is one of only two $100 Brown Backs extant from the 
bank, and one of only fourteen recorded from the entire state, according to the National Currency Foundation census. It’s also easily the finer of 
the pair reported from this bank, neither of which has made a public appearance since we last offered this note in our 2006 Long Beach auction. 
Aside from a minor margin restoration mentioned by PMG, this is a great example for type as well, with bold colors, strong pen signatures, and 
an overall appearance which is certain to delight its next fortunate owner.

The overprint is 
sharp and the all important coin vignette on the reverse is boldly printed. PMG has commented about a minor restoration, but this is a pleasing 
example which is well into the top twenty percent of the pieces we have handled over the years.

This $100,000 bond comes from a small group of unredeemable bonds that were locked away in the vault of the First National Bank of Boston 
in Havana. They were eventually repatriated back to the States. We told the story of these bonds in our April 2013 Central States auction where 
two examples with single digit serial numbers and graded similarly to our current offering realized prices between $10,575 and $14,100. Our 
description read in part, “Issued on December 15, 1954 to the First National Bank of Boston, this bond and the one that follows have a storied 
past. Shortly after Fidel Castro’s rise to power in Cuba, he started seizing United States held assets on the island. Hundreds of thousands of 
acres of United States held land that was mainly used in the production of sugar cane was nationalized along with many United States owned 
business holdings. One of the last United States owned interests to be nationalized were the banks, including branches owned and operated by 
the First National Bank of Boston, the First National Bank of New York City, and Chase Manhattan Bank. However, the banks had large deposits 
on hand, with many of them in the form of Treasury Bonds. The bonds on deposit in the banks proved to be challenging. The Bureau of Public 
Debt was ordered to cancel the bonds stored in the bank vaults in Cuba and to prevent any unnecessary loss to the American banks. Thereafter, 
the bonds were reissued in absentia to each institution. A portrait of President Grant is at upper left and there is a deep red Treasury seal as used 
on United States large size paper money prior to 1929. This bond is well centered with full margins and paper originality. A great item that will 
cost its new owner a fraction of its face value.” The example offered here features serial number 4 and is fully margined with deep inks. A few 
pinholes are seen in the upper margin, likely from the time it was issued and pinned to a form. With few opportunities to own an example of 
this incredible denomination, we expect a similar realization this evening, but we will propose a conservative estimate.

To date, only seven reported survivors are known of this scarce Friedberg number. The note was payable at the Cincinnati Treasury Office 
and with no “for the” varieties known to collectors, it is the scarcest of the different locales engraved on the 1861 $5 Demand notes. This 
Fine 12 example is tied for the highest graded at either service. There was a report of a higher grade piece over 30 years ago, but it has yet to 
resurface. PMG has noted some minor tape repairs but those minor flaws are of little to no importance on a note of this rarity. The colors remain 
wonderfully strong and both signatures are well applied and fully legible. Friedberg states that, “the green reverses of the Demand Notes are 
the origin of the term ‘Greenback’ as applied to U.S. paper money in general.” This offering represents an important opportunity for anyone 
attempting a Friedberg number set or a collector with a simple appreciation for extreme rarity.

While $5 Demand Notes periodically appear, they are usually from one of the East Coast cities like New York, Philadelphia, or Boston. 
However, notes payable in St. Louis are another matter. The Track & Price census records a total of ten notes at present and the PMG Population 
Report counts only three examples graded so far. This note is the middle grade of the three. PMG notes minor repairs which seem to be confined 
to small splits and nicks in the margins.

All these factors considered, Gem examples of the type with this eye appeal are very 
far and few between. The beautiful example we are offering this evening is one of the rare exceptions, as it displays wonderful color, pristine 
paper surfaces, and more than ample margins all around.

A touch shy of margin for the full Gem grade, this note has wonderful colors that combine to give this 1869 Two 
its “Rainbow” nickname. This is a pretty common note in low grade, but far scarcer at this Choice and above level. The colors and paper surfaces 
are far superior to that found on many pieces that make the Gem grade.

According to Track & Price, it is also the finest example 
to be publicly offered since we sold a PCGS About New 58 example for $7,200 four years ago.

Crossing the auction block in 2015, 
this note realized $8,225. If you have been waiting for a Bison for your typeset, this example should undoubtedly be considered.

Since that time, we have offered this 
pretty note twice before - once in our 1997 FUN auction and then in our 2006 Long Beach auction. Now, it is once again available for another 
fortunate collector to enjoy. If you desire and can afford the best, this well margined and boldly inked $50 Legal rarity is the note for you.

A small group of high grade pieces 
are known, but PMG has graded only three a single point above this lovely 66. Fewer than 70 pieces are known of this number in all grades 
combined, including those in museum and government hands. This note comes from the run that has supplied most of all of the high grade 
examples of this beautiful type.

This offering is tied for the 
third highest example known with one other note. Fifteen years into the acceptance of third party grading, these population report totals are 
taking on some real meaning. It is very unlikely that this piece will fall from the top five for this Friedberg number in the foreseeable future. For 
comparison purposes, we sold a PMG About 53 note in our last FUN auction for $9,000.

One of the highlights of our offerings from the Michael Coltrane collection last year, this Friedberg type always garners attention when it is 
cataloged for sale. Eight examples are currently documented in Track & Price; one of those is in the Smithsonian. The present piece is tied for 
finest graded by PMG, and no higher-graded examples have been certified by PCGS. Along with its famous pedigree of Joel Anderson, Harry 
Bass, and Robert F. Schermerhorn, it is the Whitman Encyclopedia plate note illustrated on page 546. 


It was printed from plates engraved by the American Bank Note Company, New York with a suite of female allegorical vignettes forming a 
lovely layout. At the center, Justice with Shield (as also used on 3rd Issue 50 cents Fractional Currency) engraved by Charles Burt is featured. The 
lower left displays Caduceus as originally sketched by John W. Casilear. The right end shows Loyalty engraved by Charles Burt. UNITED STATES 
arcs above, and FIFTY / DOLLARS and the obligation are across the center. The red Treasury seal and serial number are at upper right and the 
stamped red (issue) date is at bottom center. On the ornate green back is an oval cartouche containing the “Legal Tender...” obligation at the top 
and “Counterfeiting ...” clause below. 


Aside from this attractive piece, we have cataloged only two other examples, both in 2005. The uncertified “Very Fine-Extremely Fine with edge 
restorations” example we sold in our May 2005 Jim O’Neal sale (serial 20575) realized $37,375 and has had no auction appearances since.

Two Year Interest Bearing Treasury Notes were authorized under the 
Act of March 3, 1863 in denominations of $50, $100, $500, and $1,000. They paid interest at 5% per annum, payable at maturity, two years 
after the issue date. The only documented issued $100 of this design in private hands was discovered in 1961 and was offered at our February, 
2005 auction of the Taylor Family Collection where it realized $299,000. The opportunity to at least acquire the design is therefore limited to 
rare occasions when Proofs or Specimens make it to market. The example offered tonight differs quite significantly from the issued $100 note in 
its terms. The approach for paying interest envisioned when this issue was designed was much closer to that employed for bonds in that three 
‘coupons’ were attached to the right side of the note. Six, twelve, and eighteen months after the date of issue, the coupons were cut from the note 
and interest (in the case of this note, $2.50) was paid. Finally, 24 months after the original issue date, the note itself served as the fourth coupon 
and was redeemed for its face value plus the final $2.50 in interest. The note is adorned with three striking vignettes, Farmer and Mechanic on 
the left, an oval vignette of the Treasury Building in the middle, and a great Civil War vignette on the right, /n the Turret, featuring naval gunners. 
This piece has four small POCs at the signatures and one small POC on each of the coupons and resides in a comment free third party holder. 
We auctioned this exact Proof note in April, 2017 for $32,900. Now is the time for this significant rarity to grace another top drawer collection.

When the Friedberg numbering system was developed in 1953, 1918 Five Hundreds and Thousands were each assigned a single number: Fr. 
1132 for $500’s and Fr. 1133 for $1,000's. This ignored varieties of signature combinations and districts, unlike the Friedberg numbers assigned 
to notes from the five-dollar through one-hundred dollar denominations. This apparently was done as a simple expedient, as no one collected - 
or for that matter even saw - these high-denomination Large Size Feds. As a result, we have always had a tail-wagging-the-dog pricing structure, 
with little attention paid to the fact that some signature combinations and districts are far more rare than others. Pricing has slowly come around 
and notes like this are starting to sell closer to their rational values. 


This offering is one of six examples reported from the Atlanta district yet, as we stated, it’s the only one of that half dozen to make a public 
appearance since 2007. It presents a great opportunity for the collector who desires and can afford these seldom-seen high denomination notes.

Each one features different signature combinations as the offices of Register of the Treasury and Treasurer of the Untied States turned 
over. Judson W. Lyons and Ellis H. Roberts served together from April of 1898 to June of 1905, the period in which this note was printed and 
likely issued. Just 96,000 examples were printed in total, and the high face value, coupled with the Gold Reserve Act of 1934 under Roosevelt, 
resulted in massive redemption rates. 


Today, just eleven examples are listed in the census by serial number, including one piece which is off the market permanently in the holdings of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of San Francisco (as an aside, that note was personally examined by your cataloger when he inventoried the holdings 
of the FRBSF way back in 1993). The note we offer this evening first appeared in our September 1997 auction and was last handled in our 2013 
Central States auction. It has the appearance of a higher grade piece, due in large part to its lack of soil and bright colors. It is also quite well 
margined and has retained nearly all of its vibrant ink color.

Of that number, nearly a third are permanently impounded in Federal Reserve Collections, the Smithsonian, or have never been 
offered at public auction. The currently offered example shows just moderate wear. The back color is its full flaming orange, not faded a bit, 
which is quite unusual for a high denomination gold certificate. PMG has added a comment about minor repairs which is nothing more than a 
closed pinhole.

Gene Hessler in U.S. Essay, Proof and Specimen Notes second edition lists only a Face and 
a Back Specimen within the BEP Collection, but it is known that the BEP has exhibited a Specimen sheet of twelve 1934 Gold Certificates of 
this denomination. However, the Specimen in this lot is regarded as the only example in collector’s hands. The 1934 Gold Certificates were 
printed after the United States went off the gold standard. The backs were printed in orange ink and the payable clause has the added wordage 
of, “As Authorized By Law.” These four words were added because this Gold Certificate series was for inter-bank usage only and not for general 
circulation. Series 1934 Golds were printed for the $100, $1,000, $10,000, and $100,000 denominations. The Friedberg reference states that 
issued notes of the 1934 Series may be illegal to possess. Therefore, only Specimens and Proofs are available for collectors. This Specimen 
exhibits toning mostly around the edges. Nevertheless, it last traded hands to the tune of $55,200 in 2018. This unique item in the collecting 
community could very easily top its previous winning bid tonight.

Both 
are $1 FRNs with one pair from the 1969D Series and the other from the 1981 Series. This is our first offering of this type of error and we cannot 
find any other examples before Series 2013 crossing the auction block. However, this duplicate serial number error is possible with $1 FRN 
New York stars from Series 2013 as there is a serial number overlap on stars printed at Washington, DC and at Fort Worth. We know of only one 
pair of this latter type being offered at auction although the Friedberg numbers are different.

We are comfortable in saying that no error collection to date has had as many 
show stopping errors, with Grinnell’s holdings of double denominations leading the way. This double denomination hails from the Grinnell 
Collection, session three, June 16, 1945, as lot number 1737. This is the only pairing of these two denominations for 1882 Date Backs that we 
have ever handled. Mr. Grinnell had the same thoughts back in 1945 as they are relayed to us in the lot 1737 description. The upper left corner 
has been replaced, but the overall appearance for the grade is solid. The repaired corner is listed in the lot 1737 description, too. Also, this great 
error note does not have an inverted back as it is listed in major paper money error books.
